After repeated at- 
tempts to draw from: Haywood the mean- 
ing of thegletter, Detective Duck was suc- 
cessful. 

“Ten years ago,”’ said Haywood, “I grad- 
uated from’ Shurtleff College in Alton and 
carried away the _ valédictory. Having 
graduated with honors, I had privileges 
around the college which afforded me ample 
opportunity to take anything that could be 
found in the rooms. I have always been a 
lover of books, and I stole a number of 
them from the college the night of the grad-

“The books were found in my house, 
though, and such evidence could not be re- 
futed.

I tried to reform, and 
came to St. Louls. My life here was an 
honest one for some years, but my first 
theft had inculcated in me a desire to 
steal.

RID OF ALGER. 


SOMETHING MUST BE 
DONE BEFORE NOVEMBER. 


The War Department Working With 
Desperate Energy to Counteract 
the Reports of Horrors. 


Bpecial to the Post-Disnatch, 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 30.—President Mc- 
Kinley’s declaration to the Post-Dispatch 
and reproduced throughout the country 
that he would hold the guilty parties re- 
sponsible for the crimes against the soldiers 
has brought the entire subject to a climax, 
and the politicians are trying to get from 
under and want to save the Republican 
party at the same time. 

A failure to fix the responsibility will 
materially affect the results in the Novem- 
ber elections. This hae been brought forcl- 
bly to the attention of the President by the 
Republican Congressional Committee. A 
large number of letters have been received 
by the committee from al! sections of the 
country, stating that an investigation must 
be made. At the same time the adminis- 
tration realizes that it must have a friendly 
Congress when the investigation is dis- 
cussed or chaos will follow. 

There is also a demand from the same 
sources for the repudiation by the President 
of Secretary Alger. It is stated that unless 
the President does th's Democrats will be 
elected where Republicans would otherwise 
be sent to Congress. The politicians view 
the situation gravely and insist upon the 
sacrifice of Alger, regardless of the justice 
or the injustice of the action. It appears 
that he has been prejudged and found re- 
eponsit® for the mismanagement of the 
war and the result'ng camp horrors, bring- 
ing sickness and distress to thousands of 
soldiers. The volunteer soldiers are of the 
voting classes and they have brought home 
to the electors their eufferings. 

The attitude assumed by politicians to- 
wapd Secretary Alger places the President 
in a very embarrassing position. Secre- 
tary Alger was one of the heaviest contrib- 
utors to the campaign fund and performed 
Valuable services, having expended, it is 
said, $150,000 in taking Grand Army veter- 
ans around the country on a speech-making 
tour. This places the President under ob- 
ligations not easily violated. 

The shifting of responsibility from Wash- 
ington to the field is not taken to kindly in 
Washington and is considered an admission 
that there has been mismanagement, the 
responsibility for which the department is 
unable to place. 

Official reports are still out of harmony 
with the reports coming through unofficial 
sources, However, the War Department 
is moving heaven and earth to quiet mat- 
ters, even though it has begun it 00 days 
too late.

CHICKAMAUGA, Aug. 30.—Gen. H. V. 
Boynton, chairman of the Chickamauga- 
Chattanooga National Military Park Cuom- 
mission, ordered by the War Depa-stment 
to thoroughly investigate the coniditiona at 
Camp Thomas and report thereon, has 
completed his report and forwarile?it to 
Washington. The report is tuvvorable on 
nearly every matter investigated. The 
water is said to be good, the ground well 
adapted for camping purposes, the hospitals 
well located apd the attention given the 
sick as good as could be expected. 

The indications @re that the report will 
bring on a warm dispute, as numerous 
Statements contained therein are «<< .ntra- 
dicted by high army officials. The full text 
of the report ‘s expected to be made public 
by the Government officials after they have 
passed on it. Owing to a siight and unex- 
pected thitch which has occurred between 
the army officials and the railroads the 
work of moving the first corps to Anniston. 
Aila., has not yet begun. wo regiments, 
‘the First Mississippi and Third Tennessee, 
are expected to go to-morrow. 

It is the intention of the officials to have 
the seven artillery batteries away from the 
park within 48 houre, but Maj. Atwell, who 
is in command, states that this will be al- 
most impossible. The batteries will not be 
mustered out here, but will be sent to their 
respective States. The two Georgia baittcr- 
les w.ll go to Camp Northen, Griffin, Ga., 
where they were mustered in. Tne four 
Ohio batteries will probably go into camp 
at Columbus, until mustered out, but it Is 
not yet known just where the Indiana bat- 
tery will go. 


ALMOST BEGGING FOR FOOD 


Condition of Many of the Soldiers 
Who Are Going Home on Furloughs. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch 
CAMP WIKOFF, Montauk 
80.—As fast as is practical the soldiers 
here are being sent home on furloughe. 
Their conditions, however, are so terrible 
that it is a rushing from bad to worse for 
them. They gladly grasp the opportun'ty, 
however, and go forth to grapple with star- 
vation and death, risking their all on the 


charity of the public. Yet they are Ameri- 
can soldiers going home after a victorious 
foreign war. 

Very many of these eoldiers land from the 
Thirty-fourth Street Ferry in New York 
penniless. They have transportat’on to the 
city and orders on the commissary depart- 
ment for additional transportation to their 
homes and for commutation of rations. 
Most of them reach New York after 6 p. m., 
when the army building is closed and they 
have either to buy a night’e lodging, or, 
eick and hungry, to walk the streets. Ex- 
posure to night a'r in their enfeebled condi- 
tion is a serious danger. 

Notice has been posted here that volunteer 
committees from New York will meet the 
incoming trains and ascertain the needs of 
each soldier. The sick will be taken to hos- 
pitale; those without money will’ be fur- 
nshed supper, lodging and breakfast: ele- 
vated and surface railroad tickets will be 
supplied, and the men guided or assisted to 
the army building, or wherever they want 
to gv. 

The commutation for food does not suf- 
fice to buy anything while en route home 
except the bare neceasities. It is a distress- 
‘ng and humiliating fact, as a result. that 
on all trains bearing these poor fellows out 
of New York they roam through the 
coaches in search of invitations from pas- 
sengers for a division of their food, and 
few are permitted to co unfed. The writer 
has witnessed much of this modified begg.ng 
recently. 

The men thus fed are the healthier set. 
Other poor devils must burn, burn, burn 
with fever while riding home in the filthy 
day coaches of the average train, without 
even good water or any comfort. 

At the depot to-day a poor fellow, Private 
Moore of Massachusetts, lay emaciated, 
hunery and weak. He had been discharged 
from the hospital and was en route home. 
He could not stand and quinine had made 
him deaf. Yet he was one of the American 
eoidiers sent home alone and unprotected. 

Capt. Patton has charge of the transpor- 
tation. A woman saw Moore and others, 
and remarked: . 

“Hiow will all these poor fellows reach 
their homes?’ 

“A good many willl drop off, madam, |! 
fear,” Capt. Patton repiled.: 

“Who will pick them up?" 

“The Lord knows.”’ 

Moore was asked if he could get home. 

“O, I don’t know,” he replied, weak and 
wearily, “but I will get somewhere.” 

“Are you hungry?’ 

“Yes,” he aaid, and he was lifted aver to 
the restaurant, where food was provide t. 
His condition is only one instance of the 
state in which men leave this camp.

CASES OF FEVER 


IMPOSSIBLE FOR MEN FROM THE 
NORTH TO RECUPER- 
ATE THERE. 


THE RAINY SEASCW 
HAS NOW BEGUN. 
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Report of the National Relief Commis- 
sion, Which Tock Medical and 
Other Supplies to the Sol- 
diers in Porto Rico. 


PHILADELPHIA, Aug. 30.—The yacht 
May, which arrived here to-day from Porto 
Rico. via Newport News, brought the re- 
port of the representatives of the National 
Relief Commission, ex-Minister to Italy 
William Potter, William Van Rennsaeller, 
Louis C, Van Uxem and Dr. G. C. Graff, 
who went to Porto Rico to superintend the 
distribution of the supplies sent to the sick 
soldiers by the commission, The May, 
which was loaned to the Government by 
Mr. Van Rennsaeller, left this city on Aug. 
6 an@ reached Porto Rico Aug. ll. The re- 
port states that the commissioners reported 
to Gen. Miles and were by him referred to 
Coil. Greenleaf, chief surgeon of the army 
in the field. Col. Greenleaf ordered the 70 
tons of medical supplies to be taken from 
the May and placed on the lower floor of 
the custom house, which is now being used 
as the headquarters of the army in Porto 
Ricc. 

After giving details of the distribution of 
the supplies, the report says: 

“In almost every instance we found the 
army surgeons most anxious to have at 
their disposition money for the purchase of 
needed luxuries for the sick, such as fresh 
milk. ice (when obtainable) and canned 
goods, and we are happy to report that in 
every case we have been able to meet the 
demands made upon us. 

“There are about 16,000 American soldiers 
in Porto Rico and on the day of our de- 
parture, Aug. 22, there were over 1000 men 
on the sick list. Of this number one-half 
were cases requiring prompt and careful 
treatment. There was a large number of 
typhoid cases, but on the 22d inst. this dis- 
ease was not on the increase, a fact which 
indicates that the malady had been carried 
from the camps at home and is not indige- 
uous to Porto Rico. However, there was a 
very large increase in diarrhea, dysentery, 
dengue or breakbone fever, and malaria! 
disorders, due to the hot, unhealthy rainy 
season, just commencing, which cause. the 
water supply to be filled with melarial 
germs from the constant decaying vegeta- 
tion. All medical authorities in the army 
in Porto Rico agree that the s'ck list is in- 
creasing, and that an alarming condition 
hay be expected unless the War Depart- 

1ent promptly arranges barracks fur the 
army of occupation and immediately pro- 
vides additional transports (the hospital 
ehip Relief being insufficient) to remove 
such of the s'ck men as can be safely trans- 
ferred home, the convalescents and those 

enervated by climatic conditions. It is im- 
possible for men from a northern climate to 
recuperate in a tropical country during its 
most unhealthful season. 

“In conclusion, we are glad to report that 
we reached Porto Rico with our medical 
and hospital supplies just at the time when 
they were most needed, as, owing to the 
lack of steam launches with which to un- 
load the vessels in the harbor and those 
hard aground on the coral reef, the medi- 
cal department could not secure its sup- 
plies promptly, and our consign®ent had 
been most carefully eelected, containing 
many useful articles not supplied in the 
hospital equipment of the United States 
army. 

‘“‘We cabled to the National Relief Com- 
mission on the 22d to forward to Porto 
Rico a consignment of light groceries, such 
as condensed cream, cereals, canned soups, 
clam broth, etec.; also pajamas and under- 
clothing, all of which are much needed in 
the - ogee and are not obtainable in the 
island.”’ 

Attached to the report is a letter from 
Gen. Miles thanking the commissioners on 
behalf of the army for the supplies and 
for a big consignment of American flag: 
also a letter from Col. Greenleaf expressir!s 
thanks for the gift of an ice-making ma- 
chine, in which he says: 

‘“T cannot adequately express the satisfac- 
tion with which the results of this dona- 
tion will be received by the sick. Ice in 
this country is an expensive luxury, cost- 
ing $30 per ton in Porto Rican money, which 
necessitates the exercise of rigid economy 
on the part of our medical officers in its 
use. To huve the output of such a machine 
at our disposal is a blessing, the benefits 
of which ca. only be appreciated by those 
who have served in these hospitals.’’ 

In addition to three relief commissioners, 
the following officers and men returned on 
the May:

Manufacturing Co.;: A. J. Warren, 
furniture; Phillips-Stevenson Co., stoves; 
Davie Printing Co.; the American Na- 
tional and Bradford Nichol Furniture 
Co., with several buildings on the oppo- 
site side of the street. These were the 
Nashville Outfitting Co., Nashville Rub- 
ber Tire Co. and Frank Givens’ furniture 
store. The Little Gem restaurant in the 
of the big buildings that burned was 
rably damaged. 
lose is at least $600,000. 

SD. Dowes and James Smiley, 

two of the firemen, suffered slight injury. 

The scene of the fire was on College 
street, between Union and Church. The 
buildings destroyed were all hendsome and 
new, hav_ng been erected on the site of the 
great fire of 1992. in which four firemen lost 
their lives. The Phillips-Buttorff building 
was a stone structure five stories and 3) 
feet front, supposed to be fire proof. The 
firm carried a large stock of stoves, tin 
and chinaware of all descriptions. Warren’s 
furniture etore was a five-story brick. It 
was one of the largest furniture stores in 
the city. Phillips, Stevenson & Co. was also 
a five-story brick and carried a stock of 
stoves and tinware. 

The American National Bank hed a cash 
capital stock of $1,000,000 and a large amount 
of deposits. Its losses are not total and the 
contents of the vaults ere supposed to be 
preserved without injury. 

At this hour insurance figures cannot be 
ascertained, but the current belief is that 
the losses are fully covered. 


BANDITS OF A CITY 


Two Men Hold Up Cmaha Street Cars, 
Citizens and Even a Policeman. 


OMAHA, Neb., Aug. 30.—Two daring 
highwaymen of long and short proportions 
have succeeded in creating a reign of ter- 
ror in Omaha in the past week by the boid- 
ness of their operations. They hold up 
street cars, citizens, messenger boys, and | 
in one instance are believed to have held 
up and robbed a policeman while he was 
walking his rounds on a downtown street. | 
The police have concealed the facts regard- 
ing this case, however, and deny all knowl. 
edge of its truth.

work, when they procceded leisurely away.

The two men 
whose death here yesterday was said to be 
attributable to the disease named, were, ac- 
cording to the surgeons in charge, victims 
of pernicious malarial fever.

There are no new cases 
reported at Galveston and the quarantine 
established against the city has heen raised, 
but it is continue! aga nst Fort Po nt, whefe 
the troops are quartered.

How and Why She Left 
That Institution. 


Bertha Spencer escaped from the Salva- 
tion Army Home on Marine avenue, where 
she had been an ineate for three months, 
and is now in the charge of Police Matron 
Gilbert at the Four Courts. 

The girl said she had done no wrong and 
was restrained against her will and deter- 
mined to escape. This was accomplished 
with the assistance of another of the in- 
mates. 

Bertha Spencer is almost 18 years old and 
has a well rounded form and a pretty face. 


That it pains,her to 
talk of her experience was evident from 
the hesitancy which first characterized her 
A troubled look overcame her fre- 
quently and she would nervously entwine 
her fingers and Jook appealingly to the ma- 
tron for guidance. 
Bertha’s home is at Jefferson, Tex., and 
she was sent from that place to St. Louls 
three months ago by her parents to become 
an inmate of the Salvation Army Home. 
“I did not understand where I was com- 
ing,”’ the girl said, “eee I would never 
have entered that dreadful place. My fath- 
er and mother both objected to my marry- 
ing the young man I was engaged to. The 


only objection they had was that Albert 
Watkins was going to accept a place as 
bartender. He had been clerking in a gro- 
cery store and was offered a place where 
he could make more money. 

“I felt that I ought to do as they wanted 
me to, and when they told me that they had 
arranged to send me to St. Louis and had 
arranged for me to have a home with the 
Salvationists until they could find a 
place of employment for me, I was satisfied. 

“But I have been here three months and 
there was no effort made to get me a place 
to work. I was as much a prisoner as 
though I were in the penitentiary and had 
been guilty of a crime. The door to my 
rocm was not locked, but all the outer 
doors were. 

“When we were taken out for a wal ne 
officer was in charge of four of us. ey 
watched us like hawks, and no matter how 
hard we tried to elude them, we could not 

et away. My roommate, a girl named 
Maggie (our last names down there are 
never heard), felt sorry for me and told me 
she would help me to get away. She sald 
if I could escape and reach Matron Gilbert 
at the Four Courts and tell her my story 
she would assist me in getting honest em- 
ployment. 

‘“‘My opportunity came Sunday. There isa 
Salvation Army camp meeting in progress 
in Carondelet Park, and Ensign Hopkins 
issued orders that all the girls be taken 
down. There were 12 of us, and three of- 
ficers had charge of us. All morning we 
sat around in the park, and as it began to 
grow dark Maggie suggested that she would 
ask the officers to take us down to the 
spring for a drink. The officers were all 
tired and only one was sent in charge of all 
the dozen girls. Maggie motioned for me 
to run at a time when the officer’s back 
was turned. I did not wait for a second 
motion. I ran as fast as my feet could 
carry me and only once Jooked back. Then 
there was no movement to indicate that my 
escape was discovered 

‘“T ran until I got somewhere in the city. 
I approached a house and told the woman 
who answered the bell that I was being un- 
justly detained and wanted police protec- 
tion. She invited me in the house, and said 
she would send for a policeman. Then I 
told her why I was being held. She seemed 
sorry for me and it was not long until a@ po- 
liceman came. 

‘“‘He took me down to the Carondelet Po- 
lice Station and I remained there all night. 
I did not Meep because the surroundings 
were so unlike anything I had ever seen. 
The police officials were very kind to me 
and said they were sorry they could not 
send me then to the police matron., 

“Yesterday I came here. Of course my 
plans are uncertain. I will not return to 
the Sealvationist home. I am of age now, 
and though I went there once for my 
parents I will not do it again. I want to 
get a place to work if I can. There is no 
use in my going home, for my parents will 
not forgive me for disobeying them.” 

The Four Courts officials say there Is no 
charge against the girl, end that as she is 
of age they have no power to do more than 
give her shelter. Mrs. Gilbert will try and 
assist her to obtain employment.

DBot- 
kin. Chief Lees of this city has the same 
opinion. 

I’nusual care is being taken by the police 
to prevent Mrs. Botkin from committing 
suicide. She is confined in tue main roojn of 
the female department of the city prison, 
and is constantly under the eye of the 
matron. Several women are in the cell with 
her, 

Capt. John Seymour, who has charge of 
the city prison, has kept close guard there 
since Mrs. Botkin’s arrival. He has issued 
strict orders to Sergt. Wolf, who has imme- 
diate charge, to Keep a watchful cye upon 
her. The other officers of the prison have 
also been instructed to maintain a sirict 
espionage. In consequence of these pre- 
cautions Mrs. Botkin Is never unguarded. 
All visitors are rigidly excluded from the 
prison and no one is permitted to visit her 
except at her request. In the history of 
the city prison no prisoner has ever been 
more carefully watched or secluded than 
Mrs. Botkin. 

The entry on the prison books state that

From the time she awoke until] her tollet 
was complete her one thought seemed to be 
to make herself as attractive as posgible.

The Controversy Has Now 
Reached the Danger Point. 


SECRET DISPATCHES 
BROUGHT TO LIGHT. 


THE SECRETARY'S DOUBLE DEAL- 
ING MIGHT HAVE HAD SE- 
RIOUS RESULTS. 


ONE ORDER TO SHAFTER; 
ANOTHER TO MILES. 


Both Generals Were Hoodwinked by 
the War Department and Only 
the Good Sease of the Offi- 
cers Prevented Costly 


Confusion.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 30.—The Miles- 
Alger controversy has reached the danger 
point. An explosion can hardly be averted. 
The correspondence between the War De- 
partment, Gen. Miles and Gen. Shafter, 
now made public, places Gen. Alger in a 
bad position. Without consulting Gen. 
Miles, and without the latter’s knowledge, 
a dispatch was sent to Gen. Shafter, signed 
by Adjutant-General Corbin, informing 
Shafter that he was in supreme command 
at Santiago, and that the presence of Gen, 
Miles there in no way superseded Shafter 
as commander of the American forces. At 


the same time all the orders for the nego- 
tiation of Toral’s surrender were sent di- 
rectly to Miles. Armed with the secret 
dispatch from the War Department, had 
Shafter been a more ambitious and a 
stronger man he could have made dire con- 
fusion of the situation, and the country 
would have witnessed the humiliating spec- 
tacle of two commanders warring with each 
other in the presence of a foe for the right 
to conduct the campaign. 

Gen, Miles arrived in Cuba July 11 and 
assumed charge of all operations. All of 
the subsequent business of the surrender 
was entirely in his hands, as shown by the 
fact that the War Department commun- 
icated with him direct, not even mentioning 
Gen. Shafter’s name in the numerous dis- 
patches. The following dispatch is an ex- 


cellent example: 

Washington, July 13, 1898.—Major-Gen- 
eral Miles: You may accept surrender 
by granting parole to officers and men, the 
officers retaining their side arms. The of- 
ficers and men after parole will be per- 
mitted to return to Spain, the United States 
assisting. If not accepted, then assault un- 
less in your judgment an agsault would fail. 
Consult with ampson and ursue such 
course as to the assault as you jointly agree 
upon. Matters should be settled promptly. 

R. A. ALGER, Secretary of War. 

This dispatch recognized Miles as the 
commander and gave him authority to act. 
Shafter was entirely ignored. In the face 
of this situation Secretary Alger, through 
Gen. Corbin, sent a dispatch to Gen. Shaf- 
ter, assuring him that Gen. Miles did not 
come to Cuba to supersede Shafter in any 
way. 

Miles knew nothing of this dispatch at the 
time. The first intimmtion he had of k 
was when he received the following note 
from Shafter: 

“Siboney, July 17, 1898, 8:48 p. m.—Re- 
ceived July 18, 1898.—Gen. Miles, on board 
Yale: Letters and orders in reference to 
movement of camp received and will be 
carried out. None is more anxious to get 
away from here than myself. It seems 
from yeur orders given me that you regard 
my forces as part of your command, Noth- 
ing will give me greater pleasure than 
serving under you, General, and I shall 
comply with all your requests and dire - 
tions, but I was told by the Secretary that 
rou were not to supersede me in command 
here. I will furnish the information called 
for as to condition of command to Gilmore, 
Adjutant-General, A. H. Q. 

“SHAFTER, 


*““Major-General.”’ 

Gen. Miles replied: 

‘‘Playa del Este, July 18, 1898 (Guantana- 
mo), 11:30 a. m.—Gen. Shafter: Telegram 
received: have no desire and have carefully 
avoided any apgearance of superseding you. 
Your command is a part of the United 
States Army, which I have the honor to 
command, having been duly assigned there- 
to and direeted by the President to go 
wherever I thought my presence required 
and give stch general directions as 
thought best concerning military mattérs, 
and especially directed to go to Santiago 
for a specific purpose. You will also no 
tice that the order of the Secretary of War 
of July 13 left the matter to my discretion, 
I should regret that any event should cause 
either yourself or any part of your com- 
mand to cease to be a part of mine. Very 
truly yours, NELSON A. MILES, 
‘Major-General Commanding United States 

Army.” 

Ger. Miles then gave Gen. Shafter final 
instructions and left for Porto Rico.

PANA, Ill, Aug. 30.—Both operators and 
strikers stand firm, and it is the general 
opinion here that serious trouble will ensue 
before settlement is effected.

He left his bride 
to join the army when the war broke out, 
and she hasn't had a letter from him for 
months. 

This ey ofa girl is homeless, friendless 
and penniless and is pain-racked. She has 
an aggravated case of inflammatory rheum.- 
atism and cannot walk. 

“I have made my own way in the world 
ever since I was a child,” she said to a 
Post-Dispatch reporter Tuesday, ‘‘and 1 got 
along fairly well until I became afflicted. 

was married last April and with my 
husband, George Martin. started housekeep- 
ing at Bunker HI, Ill. When the war came 
up he was so excited that he left me and 
joined the army. 

‘I guess he thinks more of his country 
than he does of poor me, I came to St. 
Louls a month ago from Bunker Hill, hop- 
ing to get work. I got sick when I 
came here and was sent to the Femal 
Hospital. I got better and was released. 
went out again in search of work. Tramp- 
ing the streets day after day made me so 
tired that I often felt as if I would sink to 
the pavement. My rheumatism returned, 
and here I am. was picked up on the 
street by a Kind-hearted policeman. I was 
carried into the City ispensary on a 
Stretcher and from there I was brought 
here on the same stretcher.”’

$7760 IN KANSAS CITY. 


KANSAS CITY, Mo., Aug. ®.—It has 
been learned that George Albright, who 
Was arrested at Richmond, Mo., Saturday 
and brought to this city, is James M. Cline, 
wanted here for swindling a real estate firm 
and a firm of money loaners out of $7750 
on a fraudulent real estate deal. Three 
weeks ago Cline, representing himself as 
a friend of L. P. Weil of San Francisco, 
owner of a business block here, purchased 
the property from Weil's agents in the

Heat the vinegar 
and sugar, then put in the peaches and 
cook unt tender. These are particularly 
nice to serve with meats. 


BAKED PEACHES.—For baking, Indian 
peaches are considered the best. and they 
should never be quartered after being 
pee.ed, as they are better when left whole, 
With two cloves placed in each. Put them 
in a baking dish, cover with sugar and 
cot the top with littl lumps of butter, 
The oven in which they are baked should 
have a steady heat, but not a slow one, 
Baked peaches are good either hot or cold, 
and will prove an excellent relish for game, 


Another delicious perfume for gloves Its to 
mix half an ounce of essence of rosea, a 
dram each of oil of cloves and mace and @ 
quarter of an ounce of frankincepse. Place 
the mixture in tissue paper befween the 
gioves, then place a heavy weight on them 
Leave the gloves under the weight for a 
day or ttvo until they are permeated with 
the fragrance. This will clihg to the gloves 
until they are entirely worn out. 

After mking off vour gloves they should 
be shaken aud stretched out and put where 
they can lie flat.

Mix two eggs inte the batter, 
continue beating for ten minutes, pour 
slowly over the stewed apple t imme- 
diately in a very hot oven, and bake til 
the batter ‘s cooked.

SOFT-SHELL CRABS.—Peel off the 
Sy parts on the back under the sides of the 
shell, and from the lower side of the body;

the fat, lay on a heated platter, garnish

FRIED ONIONS.—There is but one way, 
Says a culinary authority, to fry onions 
properly. Cut them in slices and soak ten 
minutes in milk. Then dip the slices in flour 
and drop them in ng fat—fat thac is 
hot enough to brown instantly a bit of 
bread dropped in it. Fry about six minutes 
and take out with a skimmer upon brown 
paper. The more common way is to fry a 
few slices of salt pork or bacon and then 
fry the anions in the fat. This is much 
more satisfactory than frying in butter, 
which the onion absorbs, making a darke- 
colored, pasty, greasy mess. 


YUKON SHERBET.—The juice of one 
dozen lemons and one dozen oranges, one

BRUTAL NURSES 


Harrowing Tale. 


SOME HORRORS OF A 
DIVISION HOSPITAL. 


L. M. SHEPARDSON CLAIMS THAT 
SICK MEN ARE NEGLECTED 
AND ABUSED. 


NURSES WOULCN’T 
GIVE THEM WATER. 


S+ Louis Volunteer Who Experienced 
Them Tells of Some of the Woes 
of the Private Soldier 
at Chickamauga. 


L. 'M. Shepardson of 1518 South Jefferson 
avenue is home from Chickamauga Park 
with a harrowing tale of Suffering as it 
exists in Camp Thomas. 

He was a‘member of Company B, First 
Missour! Volunteers, and was discharged 
from the service on account of general phy- 
Sieal debility, 

“I don't think much is the matter with 
me except disordered digestion,”’ he said. 
“though the doctors in the division hospital 
had me credited with malaria, lumbago and 
typhoid fever all at the same time. I was 
sick 48 days before my discharge came. 

‘I never want to see another div’sion hos- 
pital of the kind they have down them. 
Most of the attendants are brutes, more fit 
to care for dogs than men, and know f&Ro 
more about nursing than Ido. I have hear 
the poor fellows cry out for water to wet 
their parched lips and all they got was 
curses. The attendants would come uround 
if the sufferers were too persistent, shake 

them roughly by the arm, at the same time 
| commanding them with an oath io ‘shut up.’ 

“Those who could not eat were not fed 
regularly and the food would in maay In- 
Stances have laid out a well man. The out- 
side forces about these division hosp‘tals 
Seemed ag bad as those on the inside. I 
have known cases where sick men were left 
lying helpless in the rain because the at- 
7 tendants were too lazy or ‘indifferent to 
Place them in the empty tents. 

“Up in the division you are away from 
the friends and the men there care nothing 
about you, and are not going to do any 
work then can avoid. 

“But the great trouble down at Chicka- 
mauga was that we were not properly fed, 
and I hold that the regimental and com- 
pany officers were to biame for much of 
the distress, 

“At Lytle the big commissary was fairly 
bursting with provisions. Why did not the 
men get them? Why in the face of such 
plenty did we not get our full rations? 

“Full rations would have meant more 
food each day than the men could eat. As 
it was we almost starved. A regiment is 
supposed to draw so many rations. This 
number is charged against them. If they 
draw less the surplus ‘can be converted 
into money. Then, again, the canteen in 
the First Regiment nets each company %50 
per week—certainly enough to give us bet- 
ter than ‘sow-belly,’ bread and black cof- 
fee three times a day. Where does all this 
money go? It does not come into the com- 

ny. 

“What we got was of the poorest quality, 
and served up by incompetent cooks. Manv 
times the meat has been strongly tainted 
when issued, and I have been particular to 
notice that none of it was thrown away. 
Grub was too scarce for that. 

“With very few exceptions the officers 
paid little attention to what was transpir- 
ing in the company’s kitchen. They were

APPOINTED MORE | 
THAN HIS SHARE. 


Sergeants and Patrolmen to Be Laid 
Off Without Pay Until the Sal- 
ary List Gets Within the 
Appropriation. 


Every police officer and sergeant in St. 
Louls is to be laid off for two wéeks or 
more between now and Jan. 1, 1899. 

The enforced vacations will be without 
pay, which makes this announcement un- 
pleasant news to the 800 men concerned. 

The cause of the vacations is the super- 
abundance of policemen. -The number of 
men to be paid «does not jibe with the 
amount of money on hand with which to 
pay them. There are too many men for the 
money. 

The Police Board is confronted by the 
necessity of either Jaying the men off in 


squads or dropping all in excess of the 
number allowed by law. For political rea- 
sons if for no other. the hoard does not 
want to drop any men at this time, when a 
campaign is in progress, and it has about 
decided to choose the least unpleasant so- 
lution of the difficulty. 

Necessarily there will be a great deal of 
quiet kicking by the men, but they are 
puwerless to help themselves and will have 
to take their medicine without even the 
satisfaction of a protest. 


The details of the wholesale vacation — 
have not yet been worked out, but it 1s 
certain that the men will be laid off. It is 


thought at the present stage of the elab- 
orate arithmetical calculation necessary to 
decide the length of the lay-off that each 
man will have about 20 days in which io 
rest and meditate on the disadvantages of 
public office when the treasury is ‘“‘shy.”’ 

The fact of the proposed wholesale lay- 
ing-off has leaked out and is already being 
gossiped about mournfully by the mien. 

The alleged cause of all the trouble has 
also loainall and Gen. James M. Lewis has 
suffered a distinct loss of popularity as a 
result. 

The General is being blamed for the con- 
gested condition of the force. As vice- 
president of the: board he was its executive 
officer. What he said went in all minor 
matters, such as the putting of men on. 

It is customary when men are to be put 
on for the four Democratic members to 
divide the appointments equally between 
them. The other members of the board 
thought this rule was being adhered to un- 
til Gen. Lewis resigned. Then they found 
that the General had generously been _ 
pointing as many men as he pleased with- 
out regard to rules. For instance, it some- 
times turned out that when 12 men were 
to be appointed the General appointed 12, 
and the other members appointed three 
each. 
After the General resigned ‘Aan examina- 
tion was made of the Hsts, and the 
tounding diecovery was made that if all 
who are at present on the force are al- 
lowed to remain and draw pay all the time, 
the funds available for salary will be ex- 
hausted long before another appropriation
